1. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 11-17, and 19-24 are allowed. Claims 3, 10, and 18 have been canceled in 
applicant's amendment filed 03 January 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 03 January 2008, with respect to the rejection of claims 1,3,8, 10, 
16, and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 01 October 2007 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-9, 11-17, and 19-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, either 
alone or in combination, and in view of the provisions of 35 USC 1 12, sixth paragraph, fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the functionality of the claimed control means, specifically the controlling of the RF 
frequency current amplitude so as to maintain a constant optical output.
